BULLDOZING PUNISHED. 


The rase of E. N. Jordan, late of Durham 
N. C., has attracted considerable attention 
since the election. 
Mr. Jonlau moved from 
Maine to North Carolina about two years ago 
and set up a small store, poor health having 
disabled him from working at his trade of 
blacksroiihing. 
lie was the only white Re 
publ’can in the place. 
At the recent election 
he rau for township constable, and worked at 
the polls all day. 
At midnight of Wednes­ 
day following the election he was awakened 
by a crowd of masked men, and notified that 
if he was not out of town by eight o’clock 
the next (Thursday) morning he would be 
hung. 
Mr. Jordan told the “ committee" 
that he was willing to go, but had no 
money. 
They 
promised 
to 
raise 
the 
money 
for 
him 
and 
went 
away. 
In a short time the gang returned and told 
him they had determined not to raise the 
money, 
but that he must 
leave 
as nl 
ready ordered. 
They would see that his 
family, 
consisting 
of 
wife 
and eight 
children, were provided for. 
lie stayed in 
the house till evening, when he went out 
among the wealthy men of the place and 
tried to borrow some money. 
Among others 
he called on Mr. Blackwell, the wealthy to­ 
bacconist and banker, but he refused to listen 
to him. 
While lie was iu one of the stores 
of the place four men came in and seized 
him and hustled him into a carriage. 
They 
told him they were going to hang him. 
He 
pleaded first for his life, and then to see his 
wife and children before lie died, but they 
refused and drove rapidly out of town. After 
he 
had 
given up 
all 
hope. 
Captain 
Paris, a 
leading 
Democrat of 
Durham, 
rode 
up 
and 
told 
them 
it 
would 
not do to kill him and that they must let 
him leave town. 
Jordan was surrendered to 
Paris, who gave him tickets to Goldsborougli 
and $0d in cash, and told him to be ready 
with his family when the train whistled, lie 
and his wife had only time to throw a few 
things into a trunk and get the children ready 
when the train came along. 
IIis household 
¡roods and about $200 of merchandise in the 
store were left in charge of Paris, who prom­ 
ised to sell them and send him the money. 
Jordan did not have enough cash to get back 
to his old home in Maine, and was helped 
along by kind people on the route to whom 
he told his story. 
Now comes the sequel. 
Last week the 
news was published of a big financial crash 
in Durham, which is a town of 2,500 inhabi­ 
tants about 20 miles northwest of Raleigh. 
The place was supported almost wholly by 
Blackwell’s tobacco factory, which employed 
several hundred people. 
Blackwell became 
financially embarrassed, but succeeded some 
time since in borrowing $50,000 from North­ 
ern banks and was to have been furnished 
with $35,000 more as soon as needed. 
But 
when the Northern creditors heard of the 
treatment of Jordan they became alarmed, 
and not only refused to advance the second 
loan, but demanded the immediate payment 
of the $30,000. 
Blackwell is financially 
crushed, his tobacco works are closed, and 
the whole town is in a condition of distress, 
with winter, not a pleasant season in North 
Carolina, right at hand. 
The refusal of the Northern creditors to 
furt her accommodate Blackwell is not poli­ 
tics but business. 
There are thousands of 
Democratic capitalists as well as Republi­ 
cans for the distressed people to appeal to, 
but it is doubtful whether one can be found 
to place money in a town where life and prop­ 
erty are held of such little value that the peo­ 
ple arc w illing to sacrifice both on account of 
a difference of opinion. 
Perhaps the ill luck 
of Durham will serve as a useful object lesson 
to other Southern towns where Northern 
capital is needed.

THE VOTE OF THE STATE. 


HAPPILY IT WAS DECISIVE. 


New- York has done a great service in mnk' 
ing the result of the Presidential election de 
cisive. 
if New York had gone Democratic, 
whether by 100 or 100,000, the choice would 
turn on West Virginia, where the result is 
not even yet known, nearly two weeks after 
election. 
West 
Virginia is being hotly 
fought over in the Congressional and Guber­ 
natorial canvass, but what is happening there 
now would be only as a zephyr to a whirl­ 
wind if the Presidential contest had not been 
decided. 
The Republicans have nearly given 
up the electoral vote of the state because they 
do not need it, and also because a great deal 
of vigilance is necessary to prevent Demo­ 
cratic fraud in the Congressional count, but 
if the Presidency were 
yet 
waiting to 
hear 
from 
that 
state 
not 
a 
sin­ 
gle 
ballot 
would 
be 
lost 
by 
carelessness or dishonesty, even if the count­ 
ing were to continue till the 3d of March. 
And with the result thus undetermined we 
should have all the worry, excitement and 
consequent business depression of the cam­ 
paign continued for weeks and even months. 
But by reason of New York’s magnificent 
majority of 13,000 the whole case is settled, 
everybody is either pleased or resigned, and 
all can go to work with confidence that there 
can be no political disturbance for the next 
four years. 
There were suspense and anxiety for many 
days four years ago because the majority for 
Cleveland was so small that the result could 
not be definitely determined till all the coun­ 
ties of NewYork had been heard from official­ 
ly. 
There were serious apprehension and 
alarm in 1876, 
when the result had to be 
left to an extra-constitutional electoral com 
mission, which did not render a decision till 
a day or two before inauguration. 
In 1824 
the election went to the House, and it was not 
known who wrould be President until Adams 
and Clay combined their votes against Jack­ 
son, the leading candidate in the Electoral 
College. 
In 1800 Jefferson and Burr fought 
over their battle long and bitterly in the 
House after the electors had failed to render 
a decision. 
In each of these instances the 
people were kept in a condition of feverish 
anxiety till the result was known. 
In 1888 
the names of the next President and Vice 
President 
were 
known 
the 
morning 
after the election, and the noise of the strife 
was at o n « hushed. 
Let this decisive and 
universally accepted result be hailed as an 
augury of a peaceful and satisfactory admin- 
tration. 
T he President is indeed fortunate 
who comes into office with a majority so de­ 
cisive as to leave him in no doubt concerning 
the people's confidence. Mr. Cleveland might 


The official vote for President is complete 
excepting iu New York and Kings, where it 
is accurately known. 
The vote for Harrison 
and Morton is 619,114, for Cleveland and 
Thurman 635,715, and for Fisk and Brooks 
30,692. 
The Republican plurality is 13,399. 
For Governor Miller receives 630,292. Hill 
648,418, and Jones 27,774. 
Hill’s plurality 
is 18,126. 
The votes for Labor and other 
side-show candidates are so small as to be in­ 
significant and will be counted among the 
scattering.

This would carry’ the population of the two 
metropolitan counties up from 1,805,794 to 
2,452,268, a gain of 646,474. 
New York and 
Kings have cast within 15,500 of one-third 
of the vote of the state.

A CO M PLETE VICTORY.

The question as to the possession of the 
next House of Representatives is settled. 
The Democra'ic managers have abandoned 
the attempt to capture it. and a Republican 
majority is conceded. 
This makes the Re­ 
publicans complete masters of all departments 
of the government after the 4th ot March and 
places the full responsibility in their hands. 
Parties sometimes shrink so direct and 
severe a trial. They iike power, but they some­ 
times like it so divided and tempered that they 
can shield themselves for any delinquency un­ 
der the plea of incomplete authority. The Re­ 
publican party does not want to shelter itself 
in any such way. 
It is ready to accept and 
face the undivided responsibility for 
the 
government. 
That means condemnation if 
it fails and approval if it succeeds, and it 
has such a clear policy and such confidence 
in its strength and soundness that it is will­ 
ing to stand or fall with it. 
The victory would have been barren if it 
had not carried the control of Congress. 
In 
that event the President would have been 
simply a brake and not a driver. 
He would 
have had negative hut not affirmative pow­ 
ers. 
He would have been able to thwart 
dangerous legislation, but not to inaugurate 
the distinctive measures of Republican policy. 
To gain the post offices and the custom houses 
would he interesting enough to the particular 
individuals who are to go in; but the real 
value and significance of Republican 
ascen­ 
dency for the great liody of the people lie in 
the possibility of applying the broad pur­ 
poses and principles of the party to the gov­ 
ernment of (he country. 
We want a Repub­ 
lican revision of the tariff, a Republican re­ 
duction of the taxes, a Republican financial 
policy, a Republican handling of electoral 
problems and a Republican treatment of 
foreign questions. 
All this comes with a Republican Presi­ 
dent and Congress. 
Had the President alone 
been elected, we should simply have been 
compelled to mark time till the Congressional 
elections of 1890. 
A scramble for places and 
a halt in legislation—that would have beeu 
the situation, and it would have been very 
unsatisfactory not merely in a political sense 
hut in the broader interests of the country. 
The Republican party has been placed on 
trial and it is willing to meet the test.

BULLDOZING PUNISHED. 


The case of E. N. Jordan, late of Durham 
N. C., has attracted considerable attention 
since the election. 
Mr. Jordau moved from 
Maine to North Carolina about two years ago 
and set up a small store, poor health having 
disabled him from working at his trade of 
blacksmithing. 
He was the only white Re­ 
publican in the place. 
At the recent election 
he ran for township constable, and worked at 
tbe |Kills all dav. 
At midnight of Wednes­ 
day following the election he was awakened 
by a crowd of masked men, and notified that 
if he was not out of town by eight o’clock 
the next (Thursday) morning he would be 
hung. 
Mr. Jordan told the “ committee" 
that lie was willing to go, but had no 
money. They 
promised 
to 
raise 
the 
money 
for 
him 
and 
went 
away. 
In a short time the gang returned and told 
him they had determined not to raise the 
money, but that he must 
leave as al­ 
ready ordered. 
They would see that bis 
family, consisting 
of 
wife 
and eight 
children, were provided for. 
He stayed in 
the house till evening, when lie went out 
among the wealthy men of the place and 
tried to borrow some money. 
Among others 
he called on Mr. Blackwell, the wealthy to­ 
bacconist and banker, but lie refused to listen 
to him. 
While he was iu one of the stores 
of the place four men came iu and seized 
him and hustled him into a carriage. 
They 
told him they were going to hang him. 
He 
pleaded first for liis life, and then to see his 
wife and children bt-fore he died, but they 
refused and drove rapidly out of town. After 
be 
had 
given up 
all 
hope, 
Captain 
Paris, a leading Democrat of Durham, 
rode 
up 
and 
told 
them 
it 
would 
not do to kill him and that they must let 
him leave town. 
Jordan was surrendered to 
Paris, who gave him tickets to Goldsborough 
and $6") in cash, and told him to be ready 
with his family when the train whistled. He 
anü his wife had only time to tlirowr a few 
things into a trunk and get the children ready 
when the train came along. 
His household 
eoods and about $200 of merchandise in the 
store were left in charge of Paris, who prom­ 
ised to sell them and send him the money. 
Jordan did not have enough casli to get back 
to his old home in Maine, and was helped 
along by kind people on the route to whom 
be told bis story. 
Now comes tlie sequel. 
Last week the 
news was published of a big financial crash 
in Durham, which is a town of 2,500 inhabi­ 
tants about 20 miles northivest of Raleigh. 
The place was supported almost wholly by 
Blackwell’s tobacco factory, which employed 
several hundred people. 
Blackwell became 
financially embarrassed, but succeeded some 
time since in borrowing $30,000 from North­ 
ern banks and was to have been furnished 
with $35,000 more as soon as needed. 
But 
when the Northern creditors heard of the 
treatment of Jordan they became alarmed, 
and not only refused to advance the second 
loan, but demanded the immediate payment 
of the $30,000. 
Blackwell is financially 
crushed, his tobacco works are closed, and 
the whole town is in a condition of distress, 
with winter, not a pleasant season in Nortli 
Carolina, right at hand. 
The refusal of the Northern creditors to 
further accommodate Blackwell is not poli­ 
tics but business. 
There tire thousands of 
Democratic capitalists as well as Republi­ 
cans for the distressed people to appeal to, 
but it is doubtful whether one can be fouud 
to place money in a town where life and prop­ 
erty are held of such little value that the peo­ 
ple arc willing to sacrifice both on account of 
a difference of opinion. 
Perhaps the ill luck 
of Durham will serve as a useful object lesson 
to oilier Southern towns where Northern 
capital is needed. 


The official vote for President is complete 
excepting in New York and Kings, where it 
is accurately known. 
The vote for Harrison 
and Morion is 649,114, for Cleveland and 
Thurman 035,715, and for Fisk and Brooks 
30,692. The Republican plurality is 13,399. 
For Governor Miller receives 630,292. Hill 
648,418, and Jones 27,774. 
Hill’s plurality 
is 18,126. 
The votes for Labor and other 
side show candidates are so small as to be iu- 
signihcant and will be counted among the 
scattering. 
The total vote for President is 1,315.521. 
In 1884 it was 1,171,263. and in 1880, 1,105,- 
826. The increase is 144,258 or 12J per cent 
over 1884, and 209,695 or about 19 per cent 
over 1880. 
The population of the state iu 
the iatter year was 5,082,871. 
An increase 
of population corresponding with that of the 
vote would give the state 6,048,616 inhabi­ 
tants, an increase of 965,745. 
The increase of the vote in New York and 
Kings since 1880 is from 818,701 to 423,008. 
being 114,302 or something over 35.8 percent. 
This would carry the population of the two 
metropolitan counties up from 1,805,794 to 
2,452,268, a gain of 646,474. New York and 
Kings have cast within 15,500 of one-third 
of the vote of the state.

HAPPILY IT WAS DECISIVE. 


New York lias done a great service in make 
ing the result of the Presidential election de 
cisive. 
If New York had gone Democratic, 
whether by 100 or 100,000, the choice would 
turn on West Virginia, where tbe result is 
not even yet known, nearly two weeks after 
election. 
W est 
Virginia is being hotly 
fought over in the Congressional and Guber 
natorial canvass, but what is happening there 
now would be only as a zephyr to a whirl­ 
wind if the Presidential contest had not been 
decided. 
The Republicans lmve nearly given 
up the electoral vote of the state because they 
do not need it, and also because a great deal 
of vigilance is necessary to ’. prevent Demo­ 
cratic fraud in the Congressional count, but 
if the Presidency were 
yet 
waiting to 
hear 
from 
that 
state 
not 
a 
sin­ 
gle 
bullot 
would 
be 
lost 
by 
carelessness or dishonesty, even if the count­ 
ing were to continue till the 3d of March. 
And with the result thus undetermined we 
should have all the worry, excitement and 
consequent business depression of the cam­ 
paign continued for weeks and even months. 
But by reason of New York’s magnificent 
majority of 13,000 the whole case is settled, 
everybody is either pleased or resigned, and 
all can go to work with confidence that there 
can be no political disturbance for the next 
four years. 
There were suspense and anxiety for many 
days four years ago because the majority for 
Cleveland was so small that the result could 
not be definitely determined till all the coun­ 
ties of NewYork had been heard from official­ 
ly. 
There were serious apprehension and

In 1800 Jefferson and Burr fought 
over their battle long and bitterly in the 
House after the electors had failed to render 
a decision. 
In each of these instances the 
people were kept in a condition of feverish 
anxiety till the result was known. 
In 1888

tbe 
morning 
after the election, and the noise of the strife 
was at on«e hushed. 
Let this decisive and 
universally accepted result be hailed as an 
augury of a peaceful and satisfactory admin- 
tration. 
The President is indeed fortunate 
who comes into office with a majority so de­ 
cisive as to leave him in no doubt concerning 
the people's confidence.

Tho rase of E. N. Jordan, late of Durham 
N. C., has attracted considerable attention 
since the election. 
Mr. Jordan moved from 
Maine to North Carolina alxjut two years ago 
and set up a small store, poor health having 
disabled him from working at his trade of 
blacksmithing. 
Ile was the only white Re 
publican in the place. 
At the recent election 
he ran for township constable, and worked at 
the {K ills all day. 
At midnight of Wednes­ 
day following the election he was awakened 
by a crowd of masked met:, Hnd notified that 
if he was not out of town by eight o'clock 
the next (Thursday) morning he would be 
hung. 
Mr. Jordan told the “ committee" 
that he was w illing to go, but had no 
motley. 
They 
promised 
to 
raise 
the 
money 
for 
him 
and 
went 
away. 
In u short time the gang returned and told 
him they had determined not to raise the 
money, 
but that he must 
leave 
as nl 
ready ordered. 
They would see thut his 
family, 
consisting 
of 
wife 
and 
eight 
children, were provided for. 
Ile stayed in 
tho house till evening, when lie went out 
among the wealthy men of the place and 
tried to borrow some money. 
Among others 
he called on Mr. Blackwell, the wealthy to­ 
bacconist and banker, but he refused to listen 
to him. 
While he was in one of the store's 
of the place four men came in and seize <1 
bim and hustled him into a carriage. 
They 
told him they were going to hang him. 
Ile 
pleaded first for his life', ane! then to sec Ids 
wife and children before he died, hut they 
refused and drove rapidly out of town. Atter 
he 
bael 
given up 
all 
hope, 
Captain 
Baris, a 
leading 
Democrat of 
Durham. 
rode 
up 
and 
told 
them 
it 
would 
not do to kill him and that they must let 
him leave tow n. 
Jordan was surrendered to 
Baris, who gave him tickets to Uoldslairough 
and 
in cash, and told him to be' ready 
with his family when the train whistled. 
Ile 
and his wife had only lime to throw a few 
things into a trunk and get the children ready 
when Hie train came along. 
His household 
goods and about $200 of merchandise in tho 
store were left in charge of Baris, who prom­ 
ised to Bell them and send him the money. 
Jordan did not have enough cash to get back 
to his old home in Maine, and was helped 
along by kind people on the route to w hom 
lie told his story. 
Now comes the sequel. 
Last week the 
news was published of a big financial crash 
in Durham, w hich is a town of 2,-YOO inhabi­ 
tants alinit 20 miles northwest of Raleigh. 
The place was supported nlmost wholly by 
Blackwell's tobacco factory, which employed 
several hundred |>eoplc. 
Blackwell became 
financially embarrassed, but succeeded some 
time Muce in borrowing $110,000 from North­ 
ern (winks and was to have liven furnished 
with $;V»,000 more as soon (us needed. 
But 
when the Northern creditors heard of the 
treatment of Jordan they became alarmed, 
and not only refused to advance the second 
loan, but demand ell the immediate payment 
of the 
$J0.<NN). 
Blackwell is 
financially 
crushed, his tobacco works are closed, ami 
the whole towu is in a condition of distress, 
with winter, not a pleasant season in North 
Carolina, right at hand. 
The refusal of the Northern creditors to 
furl her accommodate Blackwell is not poli­ 
tics but business. 
There are thousands of 
Democratic capitalists as well as Republi­ 
cans for the distressed people to ap|»c:d to, 
but it is doubtful whether one can be fouud 
to place money iii a town w hen* life aud prop­ 
erty are held of such little value that the jao- 
pie arc willing to sacrifice Infill on account of 
a difference of opinion. 
Berhaps tile ill luck 
of Durham w ill serve as a useful object lesson 
to oilier Southern towns where Northern 
capital is needed.
